Chairman's Remarks 


Dr. Swamy said that he had no announcement or remark to 
make at this stage, and went on to the next item on the 
agenda. 


Graduate Slot Courses 


The two slot courses proposed by the Civil Engineering 
Dept. are described in Doc. ECFC 89-3-1. They were not 
included in the group of slot courses approved at the 
previous meeting because there was no indication at that 
time as to when they would be offered. It has now been 
confirmed that one of them is to be offered in the 1989 
Summer Session and the other one in the 1989-90 
Regular Session. 


Prof. Hamblin pointed out that undergraduate equivalents 
of these courses are to be proposed later, to be included in 
the 1990-91 calendar. 


Council unanimously approved a motion to approve the two 
courses "Airport Planning and Design" and "Pavement 
Design" as graduate slot courses. 


Appointment of Tenure Elections Committee 


Professors O. Moselhi, S. Sarraf and G.H. Vatistas were 
elected by acclamation as the three members of the 
Tenure Elections Committee for a term extending from 
June Ist, 1989 to May 31st, 1990. 


Council also unanimously adopted a motion proposing that 
the Tenure Elections Committee also oversee all other 
elections within the Faculty.

library and computing facilities.
